Mr.  W,  R.  W.  Mcintosh,  buyer  for 
Kelly,  Douglaa  A  Co.,  wholeaalers,  of 
Vancouver,  w«a  Mealled  by  the  com- 
mittee to  cOrreot  wOtat  appeared  to  be 
a  fia«rant  mia^itatemeat  in  hte  former 
aworn  evMencM  (b<^aa#railiic  allotments 
•  Oif  aufar  sihat  weM  ti&4jle  to  the  KeJly 
Confectionery  Company,  a  subslderary 
of  the  Kelly,  I>ouglaa  &  Co.,  during 
the  period  of  the  acute  shortage.  The 
coinmlttee  understood  Mr.  Mcintosh 
to  state  that  the  confectionery  com- 
pany had  been  put  on  the  whole- 
sale houses  Hat  after  the  reffttefy  had 
refoaed  to  further  aupply  the  fbrmer 
when  the  ahortiiaa  camQ  bn,  whereaa 
the  refinery  statement  had  shown 
sugar  supplied  to  the  Kelly  firm 
throughout  thg  gijortage.^  The  sworn 
evidence  of  Mr.  Marshall  Balduc, 
inanaercr  of  the  Kelly  Confectionery 
Company,  waa  also  taken  4>n  the 
point: 

ExphOnecl  KtAjr  Co.  Position 

Mr.  Balduc  stated  that  the  confec- 
tionery company  had  formerly  bought 
from  the  Kelly,  DougUa  A  Co.,.«4iol«- 
sale  establishment.  At  the  ttilie.of  tha 
Food  ConMroI  B^d.  h«w«v«r.  they 
were  ismied  cert^tloatea  for  avgar  and 
were  required  to  get  their  isauea  direct 
from  the  refinery.  At  the  conclualon 
of  the  operation  of  the  board,  the 
Kelly  Company  was  then  put  on  the 
direct  refinery  Hat.  the  same  as  many 
of  the  other  manufacturers.  This  had 
been  for  a  period  of  approximately 
three  montha  before  thfi  acute  ahert- 
a«e  faupe  In  September,  wh«a  the  re- 
fltfenr  adopted  the  allotment  plan  of 
dlatrlbutlon.  The  proportion  thus  re- 
ceived by  the  Kelly  Company  waa 
found  to  be  not  at  all  adequate,  for 
the  reason  that  the  supply  had  been 
based  on  the  business  of  the  whole  of 
1S18  and  the  firm  had  be^n  dealing 
direct  for  the  matter  of  three  montha 
only.

,  When  not  restricted,  Mr.  Balduc 
ndd  that  hia  co«t^ny  had  iMto 
getting  on  the  iiva«««a  a  little  mpre 
than  aat«a0.{p)p||ada  moathljr.  After 
the  ailotneat(l»liw  w«a  pat  into  effect, 
they  were  ffh>«n  aa  low  as  3.000 
pounds.  Thia  Was  supplemented  by 
supplies  ffot  direct  from  the  parent 
firm  of  Kelly,  Douglaa.  Neither  of 
the  wltnesaes  would  admit  that  the 
confectionery  business  haA;.  been  fav.* 
ored  unduly.  » 

Mr.  Ounde  Proeturp,  ha^er  and 
seeretarr-treaaurer  of  .t)ie  White 
LiuneW  UnUted,  of  'Vaneaa^er,  was 
tha-  otiier  witness  of  yestAraky's  ses- 
sion. It  had  been  noticed  by  the 
cbmmittee  that  he  wbh  an  unusually 
he^Vy  buyer  of  suger.  He  explained 
the  reason  for  this  in  the  fact  that 
his  contpany  waa  serving,  on  thk  tfver- 
age.  something  like  a  quartei|*  <#f  a 
million  meals  a  month  In  tli^%'  alx 
White  Ifunch  reataUranta  in  lAiikoa- 
ver-  From  SJ>  to  fiS  per  eent^'^ar  the 
augar  waa  used  on  the  tables,  the  wit- 
neaa  aald,  the  remaining  46  to  50  per 
cent  bclnp  used  in  the  bakeshop  and 
kitchens  of  the  company.  This  latter 
amount  includod  the  sugar  weed  in 
putting  up  most  of  the  fruits  ttsed  in 
the  restaurants.  During  the  last  14 
Mentha,  ha  atated,  112  tone  of  augar 
had  been  ocmaamed  la-HiU  theea  ways.

It  was  during  the  debate  on  the 
motion  for  the  second  reading  that 
Attomey-G^nOral  Farrls,  in  amend- 
ment to  the  motion  by  Major  Burde 
for  tb*  second  reading,  moved  his 
amandmant  for  a  aiz.  montha'  hoist. 
In  amondmont  to  this  tax  Mr,  Haw- 
thorinthwalta,  avidantly  taSbuad  wfth 
a  daaira  to  niahe  arsaeoad  npoaeh  on 
the  subject,  moved  that  the  nix 
months  term  be  cut  to  two  weeks  and- 
three  days.  It  was  on  these  two

SigtAn  and,  mora  spaeilloaily,  to  tha 
btloaal  ladoatrial  Conferanca  held 
at  Ottawa  hmt  yaar  at  which  repre- 
aantatlvaa  of  tho  Federal  and  Pro- 
vincial Oovemnkents,  the  employers 
and  labor  were  present.  As  a  result 
of  tha  deliberations  of  that  oonfer- 
aaba  three  reports  were  brought  in, 
one  by  tbe  employers  who  askad  for 
tbe  appointment  of  a  aoflsmlaalon  on 
whieh  thoy-  aad  labat  wwile  ba  rap- 
reaantad,  to  hiveatigata  tha  question 
of  the  adoption  of  tba  prtndplea  as 
anaaaaintad  at  the  Peace  Conference 
to  Osnada:  one  by  the  employees  who 
agreed  with  the  findings  of  the  Com- 
mission on  Industrial  Relations  as  to 
the  eight-hour  day  throughout  Chn- 
ada.  but  jsUted  that  in  reapoct  of 
"seaaonable"  Industrlaa  attoH  am  farm- 
ing, flshlng  and  logging,  if  it  could  bo 
astobllshad  by  invaatlgatlon  that  an 
eight-hour  day  was  not  reasonable  for 
such  induatrtaa  and  there  was  good 
reason  for  exempting  them  therefrom, 
then  that  such '  exemption  rhould  be 
granted.  A  third  report  by  the  third 
group  present  at  the  confai^»noa  ;ae- 
ommended  the  adoptlaa  or  th*  provi- 
akmn  of  tho  paaoa  trsfity,  and.  that 
afssr  «ao  tovaatlgatlon^  the  Dominion 
shoaM  adopt  tha  dght-hoor  day  to  all 
Indoatrlaa  where  it  appears  such 
would  bo  rsasonable  and  I'eaalble.
